In response to the Communication mailed on January 12, 2006, of which a copy is 
enclosed, Applicant respectfully states the following: 

In the Notice of Allowability, mailed on October 18, 2005, an Examiner's Amendment 
was attached, of which a copy is enclosed. Claim 1 and Claim 8 of the issued patent were 
amended in the Examiner's Amendment to read as follows: 

1 . (Currently Amended) An aircraft air conditioning system mixer comprising: 
a first tube having a passage extending between an inlet and an outlet; and 
a second tube at least partially surrounding said first tube forming a cavity, said first tube 
having a circumferential corrugation in said first tube forming at least one lobe fluidly 
connecting said first tube and said cavity, said corrugation sloping toward said outlet and 
providing an opening facing said outlet , and an exit tube fluidly connected to said passage 
between said inlet and said outlet. 
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8. (Currently Amended) An aircraft air conditioning system mixer comprising: 
a first tube having a passage extending between an inlet and an outlet; and 
a second tube at least partially surrounding said first tube forming a cavity, said first tube 
having a circumferential corrugation in said first tube forming at least one lobe fluidly 
connecting said first tube and said cavity, wherein multiple lobes are arranged about a 
circumference of said first tube with said lobes fluidly connecting said cavity and said passage^ 
and an exit tube fluidly connected to said passage between said inlet and said outlet , and wherein 
said lobes comprise peaks and valleys defined by a sloped wall sloping from an inlet side toward 
an outlet side. 

Therefore, it is respectfully requested that the previously requested Certificate of 
Correction be issued, as the issued claim is NOT printed in accordance with the record.
